LONDON, Oct, 27—Roumania, caught in the grip of two invading 
forces of the central powers, is still struggling desperately to ward off 
the incessant attacks of Field Marshal Von Mackenzen and General 
Von Falkenhayn, Advancing northward in Dobrudja, Von Macken- 
zen’s troops have reached a line running from Hirsova, on the Danube, 
to Casapkeui, on the Black Sea coast, from 40 to 60 miles from where 
they crossed the Constanza-Tohernavoda railway line. The capture of 
Hirsova would give to the Teutonic allies the advantage of having 
little marshy ground to traverse should they attempt to make a cross- 
ing of the river here into Old Roumania, as the low lying ground vir- 
tually disappears for some distance around Hirsova, 

General Von Falkenhayn continues to make progress in the diree- 
tion 6f Campufong, south of Predeal, on the Transylvania front, and 
Bucharest admits a retirement of the Roumanian forces in the Jiul 
Valley, which is situated in the Vulcan Pass region. The Russo-Rou- 
manian forees, to the north, have repulsed Austro-German attacks, 
while in the Uzul Valley the Roumanians continue to advance, and in 
the region of Okna have oceupied a height and a village.

Smith, 
who presided, contended that 160 ac- 
res were not sufficient for a man to 
live on and make farming successful, 
if he were to follow mixed farming, 
which he must do in Alberta. He

He must 
have range for his stock, But he also 
emphasized that a man must have a 
knowledge of the business, some capi- 
tal, energy, enterprise and industry, 
and a certain amount of ability to 
handle money.

CASE AGAINST 
BUCK NOW ON 


IN CALGARY 


Evidence Regarding Alleged 
; Salting of Mine is 
Given 


NEWSPAPER ._ MAN 
PRINCIPAL WITNESS 


Says That.Report in Paper 
Was Given By 
Buck 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CALGARY, Oct. 27.—William W. 
Cheely, of Great Falls, Mont., form- 
erly of the staff of the Calgary Morn- 
ing Albertan, was the principal wit- 
ness in the trial of George BE, Buck, 
who is charged with making false 
statements in order to induce people 
to buy shares in the Black Diamond 
Oil Fields, Limited, of which corpora- 
tion Buck was president, after he had 
“salted” the well in the spring of 
1914. 

Mr. Cheely described a trip which 
he had made with Buck in his auto- 
mobile to the well, after the alleged 
strike. There was an armed guard at 
the gate, said the witness, but at a 
signal from Buck the party was admit- 
ted. At the derrick door Buck re- 
marked, “I will show you what we 
have here,” or words to that effect. 

On Buck's instruction, Driller Hayes 
ran the “bailer’’ down the well a 
couple of times and dumped the 
“tailings,"’ as they are called, into the 
sluce box. “There was a thin sheen 
of oil on top of the tailings,” said Mr. 
Cheely. ‘And a very perceptible smell 
of coal oil. Sheep Creek (the adjacent 
stream) was colored by the oil for a 
certain distance,” 

Wrote Story in Paper. 
On the strength of what he saw and 


of the conversation with Buck, the 
witness wrote a long story for the Al- 
bertan of May 9, in which Buck was 


quoted at length regarding the alleged 


strike. He was quoted as saying that 
the i shown was a seepage from the 
well. The witness, shown a copy of 


the newspaper, recognized his article. 

On cross-examination, A, A. Mc- 
Gillivray, Buck's counsel, endeavored 
to show that the witness, as a good 
newspaper man, had secured his in- 
formation in the course of conversa- 
tion with a number of people and that 
the quoted remarks, purporting to 
have been uttered by Buck were not 
a verbatim reproduction of what he 
had said. Mr. Cheely insisted that 
the information all came from Buck, 
and was a correct reproduction of his 
remarks 

Had Analysed Sample. 

Jas. A. Kelso, of the Kelso labora- 
tories, gave evidence that, at Buck's 
request, he had made a chemical an- 
alysis of a sample of oil, mixed with 
fine sand, which Buck had handed him 
in a beer bottle on May 8.

under contract, recalled, said that the 

Black Diamond owed his company ap- 

proximately $10,000 in May, 1916, 
The court adjourned for the day.

one big contract for $300,000 worth 
having been concluded and another 
secured from the Imperial government, 
Mr. Porter spoke in a most interest- 
ing manner of the way in which this 
work has been speeded up, The 
lathes and other machines are run at 
such high pressure that the men work 
in gum suites with goggles to escape 
the spray of oil that is all around, 
something in the nature of a shower 
bath, 

With regard to the association, Mr. 
Porter places great stress upon its 
educational side, and says that its sole 
aim is to develop the science as far as 
possible that can be done by an inter- 
change of ideas and experiences, 
especially between the older and 
younger members of the profession,

‘EDITORIAL 


Sir George Foster has been 
preaching in Winnipeg a policy of 
trade reprisals against the United 
States, because it did not take a 
hand“in the war. Sir George’s 
reprisals are the kind: which _ hit 
the Canadian consumer harder 
than the foreign producer, witness 
the present high cost of getting 
enough to eat and wear in the 
country where living should be 
cheaper, wages considered, than 
anywhere else on earth. Sir 
George’s simulated desire to in- 
flict the American manufacturer 
by closing the door&to his pro- 
ducts is only a disguised way of 
inenleating the idea that the 
Canadian manufacturer should be 
given an even larger garnishee on 
the income of the Canadian con- 
sumer. That sort of revenge 
comes too high, even if it were 
desirable, 


These are times when the citizen 
at home is called upon to make 
sacrifices in the common cause, 
different but just as real as those 
which are being made so heroical- 
ly’ by the citizens who have enlist- 
ed. When contributions are 
urgently needed for the Patriotic 
fund, the Red Cross fund, the Bel- 
gian relief fund, and when the 
Government is appealing to the 
public to subseribe suecessive war 
loans of hundreds of millions of 
dollars, it is important that the in- 
come of the citizen be conserved 
to the last degree. His ability to 
inect these calls for money depend 


upon what margin he has left 
after paying. his household ex- 
penses. If these expenses are 


swelled by artificial. manipulation 
of prices the funds must suffer 
accordingly. As a means of con- 
serving the national resources of 
money, and of having these devot- 
ed to the all essential purpose of 
the hour, investigation into the 
cost of living becomes a matter of 
national concern as well as of in- 
dividual interest. ‘lo allow price- 
boosters to grab money which the 
citizen would otherwise contri- 
bute to the national war chest and 
relicf funds would be a_ erime 
against the nation as well as an 
outrage upon the individual. 


At a time when the Canadian 
press censor is warning Cana:lian 
newspapers to say nothing which 
might cool the friendship of the 
American people for the Allies a 
Canadian Minister should find 
something to talk about other than 
a proposal that the Allies shall 
punish the United States for its 
neutrality by closing their doors 
to United States trade after the 
war. And at a time when mar- 
kets for Canadian products van 
be got for delivering the goods a 
Canadian Minister of Trade and 
Commerce might find some otber 
avenue for his activities than pro- 
moting schemes to kill trade when 
the war has ceased. If United 
States friendship is worth any- 
thing to the Allies, and the Gov- 
ernment censor claims it is, it is 
worth the silence of Sir George 
Foster on a subject that is especi- 
ally calculated to turn tiat friend. | 
ship into enmity on the part of the 
vast manufacturing and indus- 
trial population of that country.

STORING VEGETABLES 

The question of storing vegetables 
for the winter is very important in 
Alberta because root houses and cel- 
Jars are not as plentiful as they might 
be. A root house may be dug from 
the side of a hill, and covered with 
alternate layers of straw and earth, 
sufficiently deep to repel frost and 
snow. Bins may be built along the 
side for the reception of vegetables 
for winter use. 


Beets, carrots, turnips, parsnips, 
ete.,, may be stored in boxes full of 
sand a8 a@ means to retain moisture 
and an é@ven temperature. The sand 


should not be too damp and the room 
should be as cool as possible, while 
remaining above freezing point. In 
the case of onions, dry shelves made 
of slats upon which the onions are 
spread, one layer deep, is best. Oni- 
ons piled together in sacks or bins 
ure almost sure to decay. Of course, 
many of the better houses have good 
cellars or basements. If the base- 
ment contains a furnace, the furnace 
room should be partitioned off. It is 
not possible to keep vegetables in the 
same room as the furnace, Cabbages 
are hard to keep in sound condition 
and a cool, even temperature is of 
first importance,

are farming for their second yéar in this country. One of these men is John 
Baker, and he and his companion raised this season five acres of potatoes 
which averaged over 850 bushels per acre of sound tubers, while the late 
blight claimed at least five per cent. of the yield. Had the crop been main- 
tained at the average of the hill shown, computing only one hill to the square 
yard, the harvest would wave reached 750 bushels per acre. 
| Another instance of a large individual yield was found in a south side 
garden on 106th street, where one small potato, planted in two hills, yielded 
slightly over twenty pounds of big tubers, some of which welghed over two 
pounds.

from coming rapidly on the market. 
On the Rice street market this week 


the price has remained firm at from 
50 cents to 55 cents per bushel, with 
the offering far from plentiful, Other 


years the average price has seldom 
been above thirty cents at this stage 
of the season, The fact that potatoes 
in the East are retailing at about two 
cents a pound seems to assure a steady 
demand for the western product at 
prices which will give a fair measure 
of profit to the growers, 

An unfortunate feature of the city 
crop of tubers, and that of the nearby 
districts, is the prevalance of what is 
thought to be the late blight, or what 
many call the “dry rot’ in want of a 
better name, This disease seems to 
have infested the land about the city 
to a serious extent this year and the 
marketable value of the crop, as well 
as the production, is lessened in con- 
sequence, 

Producers from Alberta’ should 
bear in mind when hoping to reach the 
shortened United States potato mar- 
ket, that before cars of these tubers 
are permitted to cross the line a per- 
mit must be issued which is only given 
after a rigid inspection, any trace of 
disease being sufficient to bar their 
shipment to an American destination, 


Already some cars have been held 
back on this account, it is stated, and 
this fact may interfere with move 


ments of Alberta and B.C, potatoes to 
markets across the border. 

Whether it would be advisable to 
hold the Alberta crop for spring prices 
instead of taking advantage of the 
present strong autumn demand, can 
only be determined by the grower af- 


ter a careful analysis of the market 
situation in Canada and the U, 8, 
While there is no gr difieulty in 


keeping potatoes from freezing in thia 
locality during the winter, the fact 
remains that few of the farms now 
provide good storage facilities and 
uniess the grower is fairly certain thit 
his crop can be carried ~ safely 
through the winter months, the pres- 
tent market should be realized on, 
|The Empire can ill afford at this time 
;to lose any foodstuffs, or the fruits of 
honest industry 


EFFECT OF SOD ON YIELDS, 

Practicaly all of North Dakota was 
prairie or sod land for countless cen- 
turies before the white man came and 
overturned it with lis steel plow drawn 
by oxen, horses or @ tractor, according 
to the time and place, This State, 
with a population of about 630,000 peo- 
ple, produced 162,090,000 bushels of 
wheat in 1915, or exactly as much 
entire 


| wheat as was produced in the 

| United States li, 1866, the year follow- 
ing the close of the civil war, when the 

| population of the country was 35,000,- 
000, The sod land had within it the 

| elements of fertility to produce this big 
yield, years after it was first broken 


| up, and the fine grass roots bound the 


| soil particles together and prevented 
| drifting or blowing, The native 
clovers or legumes had the soil 


thoroughly enriched with nitrogen, a 
very essential element in hard wheat, 
and the decaying roots filled the soil 
with rumus or vegetable material 
which makes it open and mellow. If 
land is cultivated too long it loses these 
essentinis of fertility. Every one 
who wants to kesp up yields should 
plan to seed down the fields to grass 
and legume crops every few years, for 
these crops renew the strength and 
fertility of the soil. Such flelds are 
also profitable when in pasture or hay 
and if the products are fed on the farm 
and the manure resulting is used to 
further enrich the land.—By W R,
